TRANSPORTATION  ACCOUNT  CODES  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  AIR  FORCE 


SECTION  A.  GENERAL 

1.  Introduction.  This  chapter  provides  definitions,,  instructions,  and  other  information  pertaining  to  the 
assignment  of  Air  Force  Transportation  Account  Codes  (TACs).  It  provides  for  unique  elements  of  Air  Force 
transportation  policy  as  it  impacts  the  financing  of  transportation  charges. 

2.  General  Information 

a.  References: 

(1)  AF/  65-601\  Budget  Guidance  and  Procedures,  Chapter  10,  Section  E 
(Transportation  of  Property)  and  Chapter  18  (Defense  Business  Operations  Fund  (DBOF)).

b.  Definitions:  The  following  are  approved  Air  Force  definitions  of  first  and  second  destination 
transportation: 


(1)  First  Destination  Transportation  (FDT).  FDT  is  that  transportation  required  to  effect  the 
delivery  of  logistics  materiel  from  a  procurement  source  outside  the  DoD  logistics  system  to  the  first  point  of  use 
or  storage  for  subsequent  distribution  within  the  Air  Force  logistics  system.  It  includes  the  charges  for  freight 
cartage  and  demurrage  incurred  incident  to  shipment  of  the  materiel.  This  definition  is  further  augmented  as 
follows: 


(a)  When  logistics  materiel  is  procured  within  the  CONUS  for  delivery  to  a  CONUS  point  of 
use  or  storage,  FDT  includes  all  transportation  by  land,  air,  and  inland  or  coastal  waterways. 

(b)  When  logistics  materiei  is  procured  within  an  overseas  area  for  delivery  to  a  point  of 
use  or  storage  within  that  area,  FDT  includes  all  transportation  by  land,  air,  and  inland  or  coastal  waterways. 

(c)  When  logistics  materiel  is  procured  within  the  CONUS  for  or  on  behalf  of  an 
overseas  command  for  delivery  to  an  overseas  point  of  use  or  storage,  FDT  is  considered  to  terminate 
when  the  materiel  is  delivered  to  a  CONUS  air  or  water  port. 

(2)  Second  Destination  Transportation  (SDT).  SDT  is  any  transportation  other  than  FDT.  It 
includes  port  handling  charges  and  charges  for  freight,  cartage,  demurrage,  and  other  charges  incurred  incident 
to  shipment  of  Air  Force  logistics  materiel.  SDT  is  paid  from  two  types  of  funds: 

(a)  SDT  Centrally  Managed  Allotment  (CMA)  fund  for  which  AFMC  has  financial 
responsibility.  The  Air  Force  SDT/CMA  pays  for  certain  movements  ofnon-DBOF  materiel  (munitions, 
aircraft  engines,  investment  items,  and  other  items  listed  in  paragraph  B.1.b.(3),  below. 

(b)  DBOF  (AFI 65-601). 


^  AFI  65-601  replaces  AFR  172-1. 
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(3)  Defense  Business  Operations  Fund  (DBOF).  DBOF  is  a  iarge  revoiving  fund  that 
combines  previousiy  existing  commerciai  or  business  operations  under  a  singie  treasury  account,  but 
keeps  prior  organizationai  structures  and  command  authority  reiationships.  The  Air  Force  DBOF 
inciudes  the  foiiowing  divisions:  Reparabie  Support  Division  (RSD),  System  Support  Division  (SSD), 
Generai  Support  Division  (GSD),  and  Medicai  Support  Division  (MSD).  The  DBOF  charges  the 
requisitioner  the  cost  of  a  reparabie  item  and  the  associated  operations  costs  (surcharge).  Part  of  the 
cost  inciuded  in  this  surcharge  inciudes  seiecting  the  item,  packaging  it  and  moving  the  item  to  its 
intended  destination.  Normaiiy,  the  transportation  cost  of  DBOF  items  is  paid  with  either  part  of  this 
surcharge  or  with  other  budgeted  DBOF  funds.  However,  some  DBOF  items  are  eiigible  for  movement 
with  SDT  funds  if  the  movement  is  between  CONUS  and  overseas  in  support  of  non-item  manager 
directed  iaterai  shipments,  it  is  criticai  to  the  biliing  process  that  movement  of  DBOF  items  is  charged 
to  the  appropriate  TAC. 

c.  Nonsignificant  TACs.  Shippers  are  not  authorized  to  use  the  Air  Force  nonsignificant 
TAC.  Aii  shippers  must  cite  a  vaiid  TAC  on  shipping  documents  and  the  TCMD  prior  to  movement  to 
air  and  water  ports.  The  Air  Force  nonsignificant  TAC  is  not  vaiid  for  shipping  or  biiiing  purposes,  it 
is  restricted  for  use  by  AMC  aeriai  ports,  MTMC  CONUS  area  commands,  and  MSC  to  frustrate  cargo 
oniy. 


d.  Air  Force  TAC  Coordination/Assistance.  The  following  Air  Force  TAC  coordinator  has  been 
estabiished  to  provide  assistance  in  TAC  assignment  problems  that  cannot  be  determined  by  research  of  this 
pubiication.

e.  Appropriations  Chargeable: 

(1)  FDT  is  chargeable  according  to  the  Free  on  Board  (FOB)  terms  of  procurement.  The  FOB 
terms  determine  funding  responsibility  between  U.S.  Government  and  contractor. 

(a)  FOB  Destination  is  a  contractor’s  responsibility  and  the  FDT  is  included  in  the  price  of 
the  item.  Use  of  TAC  is  not  appropriate. 

(b)  FOB  Origin  is  a  U.S.  Government  responsibility.  Abbreviated  Transportation 
Accounting  Classifications  (ATACs)  for  use  on  FDT  shipments  are  iisted  in  Section  B,  paragraph  l.a. 

(2)  Government  Bills  of  Lading  (GBLs).  Instructions  for  use  of  Air  Force  Materiei  Command 
funding  for  GBL  shipments  are  published  annually  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.  These  instructions 
are  sent  to  all  DoD  Services/Agencies  and  Air  Force  major  commands  (MAJCOMs).  All  questions 
concerning  the  use  of  HQ  AF/WC  funds  on  GBLs  should  be  directed  to  HQ  AFMC/FMOBT,  4375  Chidiaw 
Road,  Suite  6,  Wright-Patterson  AFB,  OH  45433-5006,  DSN  787-7912,  commercial  518-257-7912. 
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(3)  Budgeting  and  Funding  Responsibility.  The  responsibility  for  budgeting  and  funding  for 
transportation  charges  is  prescribed  in  API  65-601,  paragraph  10-39. 

(4)  Diversions.  TACs  required  for  diversions  in  accordance  with  volume  I,  chapter  2, 
paragraph  B.3.d.  of  this  regulation  will  be  assigned  by  the  authorized  diversion  activity  (primarily  Air  Force 
Shipper  Service  Control  Office).  Diversions  of  Air  Force  cargo  to  storage  or  Air  Force  base  activities  are 
considered  an  SDT  shipment.  The  TAC  or  long  line  accounting  classification  appearing  on  the  shipping 
document  will  be  used  to  effect  diversion.  Shipping  activities  making  diversions  will  cite  the 
appropriate  AT  AC  corresponding  to  the  TAC  contained  in  the  diversion  order  for  shipments  to  be 
made  by  commercial  carrier  using  a  GBL.  Diversions  to  ANG  destinations  will  cite  TAC  F8E0.  Diversions  to 
Security  Assistance  will  cite  the  applicable  TAC  from  chapter  1 1  of  this  volume. 

(5)  Retrograde  -  Water  or  aerial  ports  will  cite  the  appropriate  ATAC  that  corresponds  to  the 
TAC  on  the  retrograde  shipment  in  order  to  use  commercial  GBL  modes.  For  Air  Force  sponsored  Security 
Assistance  retrograde  shipments,  see  chapter  1 1 . 

3.  Decision  Table.  The  purpose  of  this  decision  table  is  to  assist  in  determining  the  correct  TAC  for 
Air  Force  sponsored  shipments  moving  through  the  Defense  Transportation  System  (DTS).

b.  Second  Destination  Transportation  (SDT).  Movement  of  Air  Force  sponsored  logistics  cargo  via 
AMC,  MSC,  and  MTMC  CONUS  port  handling  services  is  paid  from  two  types  of  funds:  the  SDT  Centrally

SECTION  A.  GENERAL 

1.  Introduction.  This  chapter  provides  information  pertaining  to  the  assignment  of  TACs  for  other  DoD 
and  U.S.  Government  Agencies.  TACs  identify  the  appropriation  of  the  user  of  the  Defense  Transportation 
System.  The  TAG,  in  conjunction  with  other  critical  shipping  data,  permits  the  Transportation  Component 
Commands  (TCCs)  to  bill  the  Agency  (activity)  responsible  for  payment  of  transportation  costs  incurred  as  a 
result  of  a  movement  of  materiel.

b.  Definitions: 

(1)  First  Destination  Transportation  (FDT).  FDT  is  that  transportation  required  to  effect  the 
delivery  of  logistics  materiel  from  a  procurement  source  outside  the  DoD  supply  system  to  the  first  point  of  use 
or  storage  for  subsequent  distribution  within  the  DoD  supply  system. 

(2)  Second  Destination  Transportation  (SDT).  SDT  is  any  transportation  of  materiel  which  is 
considered  other  than  FDT.  It  includes  port  handling,  freight,  cartage,  demurrage,  and  other  charges  incident  to 
the  overocean  movement  of  materiel  by  means  of  the  Defense  Transportation  System  methods,  i.e.,  AMC, 
MSC,  and/or  MTMC  port  handling. 

(3)  Nonsignificant  TACs.  Other  DoD  and  U.S.  Government  Agencies  nonsignificiant  TACs  are 
authorized  for  use  by  AMC,  MTMC,  and  MSC  activities  only.  TAC  HOOO  is  the  nonsignificant  TAC  designated 
for  these  Agencies. 

c.  TAC  Coordination/Assistance.  TAC  coordinators  for  each  agency  (listed  in  B.1.b.(1)  thru 
(14))  have  been  established  to  provide  assistance  with  TAC  assignment  problems  that  cannot  be  determined  by 
research  of  this  publication.

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SECTION  B.  GENERAL 

1.  General  Information.  This  chapter  provides  definitions,  instructions,  and  other  information 
pertaining  to  the  assignment  of  DI_A  TACs. 

a.  Reference:  DLAM  7000.1 

b.  Definitions: 

(1)  First  Destination  Transportation  (FDT).  This  is  transportation  of  DLA  DBOF  material  from 
the  contractor  to  the  first  point  of  use  or  storage: 

(a)  Contractor  to  DLA  depot 

(b)  Contractor  to  CONUS  port 

(c)  Contractor  to  CONUS  customer 

(2)  Second  Destination  Transportation  (SDT)  for  DLA  DBOF  material  includes: 

(a)  Shipment  from  a  distribution  depot  to  the  CONUS  customer,  to  a  Containerization 
Consolidation  Point  (CCP),  or  to  a  point  for  transshipment  to  another  carrier  for  overseas  shipment. 

(b)  OCONUS  transportation  that  originates  at  a  DLA  Distribution  Depot  to  an  OCONUS 
port  or  breakbulk  point. 

(c)  Vendor  shipments  from  a  CONUS  port  to  an  OCONUS  port. 

(d)  Material  returns  from  OCONUS  when  approved  by  the  inventory  manager.  DLA  TACs 
or  transportation  funds  will  not  be  cited  on  return  shipments.  Once  the  material  is  received  by  the  depot  and 
meets  the  criteria  for  the  authorized  return,  the  customer  will  be  refunded  the  transportation. 

2.  Nonsignificant  TACs.  Shipping  activities  are  not  authorized  to  use  the  DLA  nonsignificant  TAC. 

3.  TAC  Construction  for  the  majority  of  items  managed  and  shinned  bv  DLA.  TACs  relative  to 
the  movement  of  DLA  material  are  generally  constructed  as  follows: 

a.  First  Character.  The  alpha  "S"  is  used  to  identify  Defense  Logistics  Agency  owned  and/or 
sponsored  material. 

b.  Second  Character.  The  numeric  "1"  is  used  for  revolving  fund  (DBOF)  shipments.  The 
numeric  "3"  is  used  for  household  goods.  The  numeric  "4"  is  used  for  DRMS  shipments.  The  numeric  "5"  is 
used  for  the  movement  of  non-DBOF  equipment  and  supplies. 

c.  Third  Character.  For  DBOF  shipments,  alphabetic  characters  denote  the  Military  Service  or 
Agency  which  owns  the  material:  "A"  -  Army,  "N"  -  Navy,  "F"  -  Air  Force,  "M"  -  Marine  Corps,  "P"  -  Container 
Consoiidation  Point,  and  "L"  -  DLA.  For  non-DBOF  items,  this  position  should  indicate  the  fiscal  year  of  the 
appropriation. 

d.  Fourth  Character.  The  alphabetic  character  which  represents  the  DLA  Distribution  Region  or 
other  activity  to  be  charged.  Vaiid  codes  for  DLA  shipments  are  as  foiiows: 
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"A"  -  DefensG  Finance  and  Accounting  Service  -  Coiumbus  (inciudes  generai  operating 
suppiies  and  equipment  and  personai  property  household  goods). 

"C"  -  Defense  Distribution  Region,  West  (includes  all  shipments  from  distribution  sites  west  of 
the  Mississippi  River). 

"I"  -  Defense  Contract  Management  Command  International 

"M"  -  Defense  Distribution  Region,  East  (includes  all  shipments  from  Distribution  Sites  East  of 
the  Mississippi  River). 

"P"  -  Defense  Personnel  Support  Center 

"S"  -  Defense  Reutilization  and  Marketing  Service 

NOTE:  Except  for  special  TACs  assigned  in  section  C,  only  the  above  are  valid  fourth  position 
characters. 

The  following  office  has  a  TAC  coordinator  who  can  provide 
assistance  in  unusual  TAC  assignment  situations  or  ones  which  cannot  be  resolved  through  use  of  this 
chapter.
